‘The admitted effect of protective duties 
is to cause a decrease in tho Customs’ re- 
venuo, Tlie object of the Canadinn Gov- 
ernment is to increase’ that revenue, so As 
to ennble'it to maintain public credit by 
méoting the interest of a larxe deélit duo to 
British capitalists, A protective policy 
would, therefore, wholly defeat the ‘object 
ofthe Canadian Government, But I would 
call public attention to the articles, speci- 
fied as those on which tha most onerous 
dutes have been imposed, and, would ‘ask 
whether the duties on tea, coffee, aod sugar 
can be faiely termed protective. It. will 
hardly be imagined, L presume, that the 
sugar duties werv increised to protect the 
maple sugar of ‘the Canada farmers, It is 
true that when increasing the dutiés gene- 
rally manofactated articles are not exempt 
ed, but it mast be observed that the manu- 
factures which enter most largely into con- 
sumption are those of cotton, and that there 
is not a cotton factory in Canada, It must 
likewise be observed that there is io in+ 
crease of duty, as might be inferred from 
tle reports, oh American manufactures spo- 
cially. The Americans enter into compe. 
tition with thé English on equal terms now, 
ns they did before the adcption of the pre-

The whole 
party wore therefore confident of leaving 
for Charlestown in the morning, Morning 
came, however, but instead of the carriage 
and escort » tclegram was received by the 
officer in command bere. It was dated 
Charlestown, but I am nnable to tell by 
whom it was: signed. The telegraphic 
operator cannot recall the signature, but it 
was from head-quarters, and was in these 
words ; 

* Detain Mrs, Brown at Harper's Ferry 
until further orders, with the lady and two 
gentlemen, and wateh them,” 

The Harper's Ferry officers were chagrin- 
ed at this correspondence, after the assur- 
ances they had given, but they told Mrs. 
Brown they were positive a letter of explan- 
ation would relieve them of the disabilities 
thns imposed, IT learned at Charlestown, 
that. for several hours a triangular corres- 
pondence by telegraph was going on be- 
tween Charlestown, Richmond, and Har- 
per’s Farry, which ultimated ina despatch 
from Gen. Taliaferro saying that he had 
sent a file of dragoons to escort Mrs. 
Brown but not the others, The mortifica- 
tion of the citizens of Harper's Ferry was 
not less than that of Mrs, Brown and her 
frionds at so cruvl and unlooked for an act 
on the part of the chivalrous sons of Vir- 
ginia, But asa cow will frighten a private 
any duty, one live Northern woman and 
two Northern men might reasonably be ex- 
pected to intimidate # Virginia army. 

The escort consisted of a file of eight 
soldiers, under a sergeant. Capt. Moore of 
the Montgomery Guarda, atationed at this 
place, very kindly offered his own services 
asa ‘personal escort to Mrs. Brown, and 
she gladly accepted it, I Jearn that she 
speaks in great terms of the courtesy of 
Capt. Moore, 

Mra. Brown at once took her departnre 
in the earrings, and arrived with the escort 
at the Charlestown jail, so far as Tam in- 
formed, without any notable incident. 

I was within sight when the formidable 
cavaleade artived, The military went 
through munanvres in Scott's manuel, 
named and nameless, and which were well 
calenlated to impress the beliolder with 
the wonderful effectiveness of a Virginian 
regiment at a general muster, but in ano 
tore sanguinary conflict, At last, hower- 
er, Mrs. Brown was admitted. She was 
kindly received by Colonel and Mra. Avis, 
jailer, and hin lady, Mrs, Avis, by orders 
of the powers that be, conducted Mrs, 
Brown into a private apartment, where her 
clothing was searched for concealed wea- 
pons, or other means which the morbid 
suspicion of the Virginia ariny of occupas 
tion suggested Mra. Brown might surrepti- 
tously convey to her husband, 

In the meantime, Capt, Brown had been 
informed that his wife bad arrived. Tho 
announcement was made by Gon, Taliafer- 
ro, when the following dialogue took 
place :— 

Capt. Brown, how long do you desire 
this interview should last? 

Not long—three or four hours will do, 
said Capt. Brown. 

I am very sorry, Capt, Brown, said the 
Virginia General, that Tsball not be able 
to oblige you, Mrs, Brown must return 
to-night at Harper's Forry, 

“General, execute your orders, 1 bave 
no favours to ask of the State of Virginia,” 
was tho brave old man’s repiy.

It 
was remarkable for allusions to Capt 
Brown and his trials, and the fullness of 
sympathy expressed for her and the mem- 
bers of her family, without mentioving bis 
own situation at all, 

Mrs. Brown took her departure, and 
reached this place shortly after nine o'clock, 
much exbausted by the interview.

THE FEELING OF THE PEOPLE. 

The sensation throughout this communi- 
ty is one of the most deep and significant 
nature, It has awakened intense thought 
in the minds of men where there lind been 
nothing but immobility, and I have heard 
Southern men hinting strongly whether 
the institution of Slavery pays—paralyze 
the industry—excite the fears of the women 
and children of the entire State—make 
martial law a matter of necessity for weeks 
over an entire county, and saddle a tax of 
near balf a milllion upon the State. These 
Are practical phases of this question. Add 
to these the fact that barns, and grain, and 
vals, avd the mental anarchy has a signifi- 
cance, and from many years’ residence in 
the Southern States, I am confident the 
day of emancipation lias been bastened. 
No doubt exista among the people here 
that the slaves are the incendiaries in these 
cases, and they admit that it is only pre- 
tence that there exists uo dissatisfaction 
among the blacks. :

He chen mixed with the barley 
some feathers chopped, W hich they ate eng 
erly and digested Ireely. Ly adding milk 
to their food they begin to lay, and ceased 
plucking out euch other's feathers. He 
concludes that this proceeding arose. frown 
tho desire of the hens for azote food. Ao 
idea prevails with many that, any sort of 
grain, even if a little dumaged, will do for 
poultry, but this is a grand mistuko, A 
friend of the writer once came Very near 
losing his whole flock of valuable fowls from 
feeding them with damaged corn, which 
had been heated.

“ After the Collector's Roll haw been return- 
ed to the'l reasurer, io more money on account 
of the arrears then due shall be received by 
any officer of Mie municipality to which the 
Koli relates, but the collection of the arrears 
shall therefore belong to the County Trea- 
stucer alone.”

One improvement after another has been a- 
dopted, under the management of their late 
able and judicious Secretary, now removed by 
distance; and when the climax of improve- 
ment in such matters as Examinations has 
boen adopted, and is working well, the Coun- 
ty Board, to suit the transparent purposes of 
certain parties, is to be cut up into sections 
in such a way as will throw thw cause of ¢du- 
cation back, and render these Circuit Boards 
inefficient, and comparatively, we had almost 
said entirely powerless, in the due execution 
of the responsibilities reposed in them. On 
this point we speak advisedly, Any. one con- 
yersant with the working of the Board in 
tines past, especially before the vory recent 
change ftom Yownship to Riding Superinten- 
dents— must haye perceived that at times, 
even in a own like Belliville, it was difficult 
to secure the quorum legally necessary for 
the discharge of business. We would ask, 
wil not this difficulty be far greater when 
these sectional or Circuit Boards mectin places 
of far less extent? If it had not been for the 
unwenried devotion to the cause of Education 
for years, of a professional gentleman in Belle- 
ville who has very large dewands upon his 
time, the Board would frequently have halted 
in its movements. Interfere With its action 
in the way now under consideration, and where 
will one bo found elsewhere to fill his plice 
with the same assiduity? We feel that in no 
other place in the County will a quorum be 
found, so well litted for its duties as that which 
assembles from time to time in this town. 

Bat let us enquire next of all, to what places 
can such sub-divided action ax Circuit Boards 
be transferred? ‘Tho law in the case of this 
County points out, Ist, Belleville; 2nd, ‘Tren- 
ton; 8rd, Stirling. ‘These are the acknow- 
led legal sites of Grammar Schools and 
their Boards of Trustees, and these must be 
the centres of action of the new Circuits. We 
ask, in the name of common sense, will it be 
any general convenience to the County or its 
‘Teachers to have these centres for the whole 
County? ‘Whey are all in what may be deno 
minated the West half of the County, Wore 
these Grammar School Boards at such places 
as Madoc Mills and Roslin also, there wight 
be some grounds for sub division into Cir- 
cuits,—though it would not be divested of th» 
difficulties we have just considered; but where 
can there be such under present circum- 
stances? © 
We putit tothe members of the County 
Council as men of sense aud intelligence,— 
men who in a matter of such public woment, 
and in which the Educational interests of the 
County are so largely involved, ought to be 
independent, and not swayed by party mo- 
tives or personal dislikes or predilections,— 
whether such a sub-division, under present 
prospects, would be at all advisable? Wo 
trust therefore that if this matter is brought 
up, they will not allow themselves to be ca- 
Joled into sucha betrayal of tho trust reposed 
in thom, on apy ground whatever. The 
changes of late adopted by the Board had be- 
come absolutely necessary, and previously, 
the Couuty had fallen behind other Counties, 
in the comparative value of its Certificates; 
and if its operative members give cheerfully 
atleast (lires times more the amount of at 
tention to its interests than was formerly re- 
quired, the County Council ought not, from 
any consideration, to allow ifsulf to be mado 
& means in the hands of persons within or be- 
yond its pelocts, to thwart such laudable 
efforts. The public are the gainers by the 
present system,—whilst by any such cliange 
Ax that contemplated, to suit private views 
the operations of such Circuit Bonrds must 
be defective, and inimical to the public inter- 
exis. Therefore we trust that tue members 
of the County Council will in this matter show 
thoinaclyes to be men, and not allow their 
rospectable body to become, in this instance, 
a one man power,

THE TOWN TAXES, 


Certain interested parties would fain make 
the Town believe that Mr, LeVe-conte is a 
most profound financier, and that the Town 
could no more do without him in the Council, 
than England could part with her Gladstone, 
We have already showed that he was unsur- 
passed in the art of financiering the ‘lown out 
of his own taxes, and now we desire to pro- 
ceed farther and prove that he has, by his re 
markable skill, diverted from the hands of the 
‘Treasurer, some five hundred pounds of the 
taxes of 1858, This is particularly opportune, 
when, through the punctuality of the Finance 
Committee, there is now due the County $7, 
085, which must be immedictely paid. “How 
can the Town be sufficiently grateful to this 
Minister of tho Exchequer for his distingmsned 
services? A gold watch, or service of plate, 
(or a leather medal,) should be presented at 
once, by the Town, as n reward of nierit to a 
servant who has been so faithful to its interests, 
Before speaking more particularly of this 
loss of £600, it may be interesting to the pub- 
lic to have a history of the Collector's Roll of 
Jast year, On the 4thof May last, in the 
Council, it was moyed by Mr. Neilson, second- 
ed by Mr. LeVesconte, and carried, that the 
‘Treasurer be requested to get a return of the 
Collector's Rolls and settle last year's accounts 
forthwith, Both Mr, Coloman and Mr 
Blickloek then insisted that if the goods and 
chattels of the poor were to be sold for taxes, 
those who were able should be compelled to 
rey also, ‘This was very reasonable, surely, — 

Ve hear nothing further on this spbject until 
the 10th of August, three months A} r, when 
the Finance Committee (of which Mr. LeVes 
conte is a member,) reported, among other 
things, “ that the Collector be urged to collect 
all taxes over due, make up his return, and 
sendin his Holl by the first of September 
next.” ‘This Report was adopted in Council. 

It seems by this that forthwith with our

After feasting our cyes upon the tempting 
edibles which were sprend before us on the 
outside of the market, we took a stroll inside, 
to view the usual preparations which are an- 
nually mado by our batehers to render the 
market more attractive; and here the scene 
was very striking. Peeping from beneath 
boughs of evergreens, were to be scen the 
huge carerses of slaughtered Beoyes, Swine, 
and Sheep, all decorated.in the most pleasing 
and tasteful manner. Mr, Pitts exhibited a 
splendid collection of sheep, about 20 in num- 
ber, of the Cheviot breed, which were much 
admired. Among them was one fed by Mr. 
Wm. Wood, of Vhurlow, which weighed over 
236 Ibs. When such steep can be procured 
In this County, there is no need of importing 
from others. He also exhibited three car- 
cases of Beef which deserve much credit— 
Next, and perliaps as finely finished a stall as 
any in the market, was that occupied by Mr. 
Lanigan. In it w exhibited two Sheep 
brought from the District west of London, C. 
W., expressly to regalo tho palates of the 
Bellevilleians, weighing respectively ench 140 
and 150 lbs, Iie also exhibited u carcass of 
extra fine Beef, whieh had beon dressed by 
Mr. Jas. Melfugh ina superir manner, and 
weighed over 1,200, ‘This was decidedly the 
best in tho mar! Mr. Ehlis came next, and 
though he did not show a large quantity, he 
made it up in quality. He oxhibited a B 
shire Pig 9 months old, fed by Mr. Pretty, of 
Thurlow, which weighed 180 Ibs; also, some 
splendid specimens of 4 years old Southdown 
wethors, fed by Geo. Filliter Esq, Thurlow, 
six in number, weighing from 80 to 100 Ibs, 
each; together 1 two carcases of fine beel, 
and a larg6 turkey, weighing about 28 lbs, — 
This collection of animals, fed in the County, 
deserves especial commendation, 
Mr. Bonnet bad a very large assortment of 
meats,—some very fine Beef, one carcass 
weighing 800 Ibs; lambs, 50 Ibs cach; anda 
roasting pig flve weeks old, weighing, when 
dressed, 16 Ibs, was very much admired, 
Mr. liritton’s stall, though not decorated 
favo with the carca ses of some excellent lamb 
and beef, presented a very fine appearance, 
showing his skill, and indicating at once a 
mastor hand, Mr, Weber had also a fino col- 
lection of beef and mutton, equal in point of 
quality to any in the market, 
Mr, Clement's stall next claimed our atten- 
tion, n& exhibiting the mate of the Berkshire 
Pig exhibited by Mr. Ellis, also fed by Mr. 
Pretty, which weighed 171 Ibs. He also had 
sono vory fine beef and mutton, 
Mr, Mcflugh's stall was tho last oxamined, 
and in it was presented to view a choice col- 
lection of sirloins, and pieces of tasty boof, c= 
nough to ticklo the palates of the most fasti- 
dious, 
Taking the market display of Saturday last 
as a whole, it was tho best both in regard to 
quantity and quality which we have ever seen 
in thig town, and we doubt not would com- 
pare favorably with towns in the Province of 
larger dimensions.

TYING UP CATTLE. 


“Tamworth,” in the Stock Journal con- 
demns the tying up of cattle, and says ani- 
mals that are much confined, besides their 
poor health for want of exercise, have loose, 
porous, coarse flesh, with comparatively re- 
laxed, and therefore light-weighing, mus- 
cular fibre; and much of the space which 
should be filled with muscle, or lean meat, 
is supplied with loose, light-woighing fut— 
Sizo in excess is not a sure index of propor- 
tionate extra weight; for many middle- 
sized animals of compact form and hardy 
constitution are really much heavier, bulk 
for bulk, than larger animals. 


CORNSTALKS FOR COWS, 


It is undesirable that milch cows should 
be allowed to feed on dried cornstalks.— 
‘They are apt to gause them to fall back in 
their milk; and although the quality of the 
milk may be improved thereby, yet it will 
not be in a corresponding ratio to the loss 
in quantity, The same may be said of the 
frozen grass remaining, on the fields. Keep 
your cows well honSed and give them good 
hay and roots, or bran mashes, if you wish 
to have them yield mill in winter. 


HOW TO CURE FRUIT STEALERS. 


One great hindrance to fruit growing in 
the neighborhood of towna, and ono of the 
greatest hindrances to perseverance in its 
culture, is its exposure to be stolen.
